“Honor Thy Father and Thy Mother” ,/

right. Honour thy father and mother; which is the first 
commandment with promise; That it may be well with thee, 
and thou mayest live long on the earth.’”’—Eph.

I. God’s Stress on Honoring 
Parents 


The proper attitude of sons and 
daughters toward their parents is 
of vast importance, as will be seen 
by a careful study of the Scrip- 
tures on this subject. 


1. How striking that the com- 
mand to honor father and mother 
is in the Ten Commandments! 

In_this summary of God’s laws 
there are only ten commandments. 
Four of them have to do _ with 
one’s duty to God. - Six of them 
have to do with one’s duty to 
mankind. Only six commandments 
sum up all human duty toward 
mankind. And one of these six is 
the command, “Honour thy father 
and thy mother.” Along with the 
basic commands against murder, 
against adultery, against covetous- 
ness, is this command, ‘Honour 
thy father and thy mother.” How 
fundamental, how 
God’s sight is the duty of children 
to honor their parents! 

But wait! This command is not 
only one of the six commands re- 
garding man’s. relationship’ to 
man. It is the very first of them. 
“Honour thy father and thy moth- 
er’ comes before “Thou shalt not 
kill.”” It comes before ““Thou shalt 
not commit adultery.” This is 
the very first of the commands

Genesis 22:1-14 


Possibly in no verse of the Old 
Testament do we see so vividly the 


Gospel story as in verse 8 of Gen- 


esis 22, “And Abraham said, My 
son, God: will provide himself a 
lamb for a burnt-offering: so they 
went both of them. together.” 


Though Abraham had waited 
long for the son whom God had 
promised, now God is commanding 
this faithful servant to offer this 
son of promise as a burnt-offering. 
Never had Abraham been so tried; 
yet, he was altogether obedient 
and began immediately to carry 
out the command of Jehovah. No 
doubt this was a sad day in the 
tents of Abraham. Sarah’s heart 
was broken with grief. Her only 


|son was to be offered on an altar 


as a burnt-offering. 
Abraham, obediently, proceeded 


to make plans for the offering of | 


his only son. He rose up early and 
loaded the supplies on the beast 
for the journey. Taking with him 
two of his servants and Isaac, 
they set out on the journey to the 
place “which God had told him.” 


On the third day Abraham lift-| # 


ed up his eyes and saw the place. 
God immediately identified the 
place which Abraham saw as the 
place of the altar and burnt-of- 
fering. Those last hours of the 
journey to the mount were travel- 
ed alone. The servants were left 
behind. Only the father and the 


son, with the son carrying the 
wood of the burnt-offering, went 
on to the place of suffering. These 
last hours are a picture to me of 
the last hours of Jesus alone here 
upon the earth. 


The lamb of the Passover Feast 
of Leviticus 23 was put up from 
the rest of the flock on the 10th 
day of the week. On the 14th day 
it was slain. Does not God set

\surely put to death.” —Exod. 21:15.

about human relationships. After 
one is right with God and pleases 
God, the next most important 
thing in all the world is to be right 
with one’s own father and moth- 
er. 


This is also the first of the ‘Ten 
Commandments with a promise of 
special blessing. In the command 
against bowing down to idols there 
is a solemn warning: ‘For I the 
Lord thy God am a jealous God, 
visiting the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the children unto the third 
and fourth generation of them 
that hate me” (Exod. 20:5). But 
there is no promise. The first com- 
mand with a promise is this com- 
mand, “Honour thy father and thy 
mother: that thy days may be long 
upon the land which the Lord thy 
God giveth thee.” And when this 
same command is quoted by divine 
inspiration in Ephesians 6:2, the 
Holy Spirit calls attention to this 
solemn fact that this is the first 
command with a promise. In 
some sense God seems to have put 


ae 


this command about honoring 
parents at the very head of the list 
of human duties toward mankind. 
One’s duty to God, his obligation, 
to God, is greater than his duty te 
anybody else. Naturally so. But 
one’s duty to his father and moth- 
er is greater than his duty to any- 
body else in the world. The duty 
of honoring father and mother is, 
if possible, even more important 
than the duties expressed in the 
other commandments following 
the fifth commandment. Surely 
God means to leave the impression 
that if one hongrs father and 
mother as he ought, other duties 
are likely to be observed and other 
commands obeyed. 


2. This command is carefully re- 
peated wm the New Testament. 

It is notable that one of the Ten 
Commandments, that regarding 
the Sabbath, is not_repeated in the 
New Testament. In fact, Colos- 
Sians 2:14-17 plainly lists the Sab- 
bath along with other ceremonial 
laws which were nailed to _ the 
cross of Christ. They were “the 
shadow of things to come.” The 
ceremonial law is not binding on 
New Testament Christians, and 
the Sabbath sums up, in some 
sense, the ceremonial law. 


But it is not so about the fifth 
command, ‘‘Honour thy father and 
thy mother.” In the magnificent 
Epistle to the Ephesians (Eph. 6: 
1-3) this command is quoted and 
re-enforced. It is as much a New 
Testament command as an Old 
Testament command. Throughout 
the New Testament it is clearly 
taken for granted that the morali-

When Allen Fowler retired last 
summer as manager of the Tele- 
phone Employees Credit ~ Union, 
they had a big dinner honoring 
him as a “faithful” worker during 
his seventeen years at the man- 
ager’s. post. At the dinner the 
Credit Union officials presented 
him with a year’s salary, $9,000, 
in recognition and appreciation of 
his “faithful service to the Credit 
Union.” 


Early this year Fowler was ar- 
rested at Fort Lauderdale, Flori- 
da, where he and his family had 
moved. It seems that a_ four- 
month audit of the Credit Union 
books showed that Fowler’s sticky 
fingers had taken $124,431.63 
from the Credit Union tills! John 
Lenhardt, member of the board 
and treasurer of-the Credit Union, 
called Fowler a “stickler about 
the honesty and efficiency of the 
people who worked for him.” 


This trusted employee was un- 
faithful to the confidence his. em- 
ployers had placed in him. How 
many Christians in like manner 
are unfaithful to the trust given 
them by their Saviour! Paul 
charged the Corinthians, “Let a 
man so account of us, as of the 
ministers of Christ and stewards 
of the mysteries of God. Moreover 
it is required of stewards, that 
a man be found faithful’ (1 Cor. 
4:1, 2). May it ever be our ambi- 
tion, “as every man hath received 
the gift, even so minister the same 
one to another, as good stewards 
of the manifold grace of God”

it Happened at a Dance! 


They had quite a dance in St. 
Louis the other night. When the 
smoke finally cleared it was 
learned that two policemen were 
injured—one_ seriously—and five 
young men were severely beaten 
in a free-for-all fight. In addition, 
twenty-one participants were ar- 
rested and booked on suspicion of 
such offenses as peace disturb- 
ance, resisting arrest, and assault 
with intent to kill. 


It seems that two policemen 
were walking in the vicinity of the 
dance when four youths ran out. 
One policeman chased the youths 
while the other went inside to 
investigate. The officer who went 
in was hit with a metal chair and 
knocked to the floor. Someone 
grabbed the officer’s night stick 
and began to beat the policeman. 
He finally was able to stagger 
outside and collapsed on the steps. 
A call was sent for police rein- 
forcements, and thirty-five uni- 
formed patrolmen and special of- 
ficers responded. They found 200 
young men and young women in 
the dance hall fighting. The offi- 
cers, who swung night sticks, were 
attacked with knives, chairs and 
broken bottles. One policeman was 
slashed with a knife. One of the 
youths threw a chair at one of the 
officers. 


Where did all this happen? At 
the Phyllis Wheatley Branch of 
the Young Women’s Christian As- 
sociation of St. Louis!! The YMCA 
and the YWCA have both deter- 
iorated a long way from their 
original position in the days of 
Grandpa and Grandma’s youth. In 
all honesty and fairness, the name 
“Christian” should be taken out 
of the title of both these organiza- 
tions, Their activities are, in gen- 
eral, with only rare exceptions, 
a reproach to the cause of Christ.

Deceitful Hearts 


A man’s financial position has 
very little to do with stealing, ac- 
cording to security - consultant 
Lincoln M. Zons. He stated that 
executives earning from $15,000 
to $40,000 annually are just as 


$45-a-week clerk. Zons, a former 
counter intelligence officer and 
a professional psychologist who 
learned security control in the 
army, stated: “In fact, the higher 
the salary, the bigger a dishonest 
employee’s appetite for larceny is 
—he steals merchandise by the 
truck-load or cash in big chunks, 
whereas the clerk pilfers five-dol- 
lar items and postage stamps.” 

Stating that loss from- such 
thefts is now running well over 
one billion dollars a year, Zons 
added, “We have caught so many 
executives engaged in stealing 
that we are convinced that pay 
levels don’t have too much to do 
with pilferage. We have found dis- 
honest employees in all brackets 
from forty dollars a week to forty 
thousand dollars a year. The plain 
truth is that there is more pilfer- 
age of merchandise and money 
from business firms today than at 
any time in history.” oS 

All of which goes to prove that 
the problem is with man’s heart, 
not his social strata. Jeremiah 17:

This 
is just another illustration of the 
Bible truth, “. . . for there is 0 
difference: For all have sinned, 
and come short of the glory of 
God” (Rom. 3:22, 23).

New York, Philadelphia, Los 
Angeles, New Jersey, Con- 
necticut, Virginia, 

North Carolina 


The “Voice of Revival” broad- 
cast with Evangelist John R. Rice, 
a strong radio choir, and Rice 
sisters duet and other special mu- 
sic began the first Sunday in Jan- 
uary. We began with eighteen 
stations, including three 50,000- 
watt stations in Chicago, Detroit, 
and Dallas. God has wonderfully 


blessed. The increasing mail shows 


that thousands listen in and have 
been blessed. We trust that in- 
creasingly as people get acquaint- 
ed with the program there will be 
more hearers and more blessing.

Seminary since 1934. 


Aware of Dangers 


The administration of Dallas 
Seminary is keenly aware of the 
ever-present danger of compro- 
mising the fundamental doctrines 
of the Christian faith. When ask- 
ed what he considered to be the 
greatest danger to Christian 
schools in America today, Dr. Wal- 
voord replied, “‘We must recognize 
that we today are living in the 
second or third generation of fun- 
damentalism, a movement which in 
many respects began in the last 
quarter of the nineteenth century. 
Many who hold the fundamentals 
today have not experienced the 
battle, the sacrifices, and some of 
the difficulties that attended the 
early men who stood for the 
faith. I believe there is a tendency 
which can be observed historically 
under those circumstances for the 
second or third generation not to 
see as Clearly as their forebears 
did the necessity for standing for 
what might be considered techni- 
cal points. Therefore they are in- 
clined to be more vague, perhaps 
more sentimental about points now 
than to observe the theological 
distinctions that are essential to

the fundamental position. There- 
fore, -I believe today we are wit- 
nessing a certain amount of blurr- 
ing of these distinctions that can 
be seen in a number of areas. Un- 
der the pretext of scholarship 
there is much more inclination to 
accept higher critical theories. 
“For instance, some evangelicals 
tend to question the authenticity 
of Second Peter, or they may cast 
reflection on some portions of the 
Old Testament or some other area. 
There is also seemingly a_ tend- 
ency to exploit the uncertainty on 
the antiquity of man, and evan- 
gelicals are issuing statements, 
some of them dating the creation 
of man as far back as five hundred 
thousand years, a point of view 
which I think has no reasonable 
scientific or biblical basis 


“IT would say further that there 
seems to be a tendency to avoid 
clear-cut statements. in affirma- 
tion of verbal and plenary inspira- 
tion. Among evangelieals there is 
a tendency to avoid those terms 
and try to define the inspiration 
of Scriptures in some other way. 
I have heard evangelicals in 
my presence, for instance, make 
statements to the effect that, 
they would not quibble’ on 
such doctrines as to just how 
the Bible is inspired or how 
Christ can be described — as 
dying for sin. They refer to the 
various theories of the atonement 
as theological quibbles. After all, 
these are not minor issues and I 
feel that we who believe the great 
fundamentals of the faith must 
take our stand on the historic def- 
inition of these things. If it was 
wrong twenty-five or fifty years 
ago to compromise on these items, 
it is wrong to compromise today.” 

In addition to the dangers of 
theological compromise, Dr. Wal- 
voord also recognized a_ serious 
tendency in contemporary evan- 
gelicalism of failing to take a 
stand on certain moral issues and

separation from worldly things. 
He noted that it seems to be com- 
monly accepted now to do some 
things that twenty years ago 
would have been unthought of on 
the part of Bible-believing funda- 
mentalists, 


Theological Future of the 
School Safeguarded 


In order to keep the school fun- 
damental, a most comprehensive 
and detailed doctrinal: statement 
was adopted at Dallas Seminary 
when it was incorporated in 1925. 
All faculty members and board 
members are required to sign a 
statement each year. affirming 
their belief in this very extensive 
doctrinal statement. A _ further 
safeguard is that only students 
who are in agreement. with the 
doctrinal statement of the school 
are allowed to attend. Instead of 
diluting the rigid doctrinal posi- 
tion on which the school was 
founded, Dr. Walvoord believes 
that there is now even a more 
clear-cut distinction of the fun- 
damental position on which the 
school was founded. 


Not Simply Orthodox 


Of course, a school could be 
fundamental and orthodox, yet be 
dead. The faculty constantly seeks 
to instill in the students a warm 
love for the Scriptures as well as 
a technical knowledge of them. Dr. 
Walvoord states that in the 
courses in evangelism and missions 
the school is endeavoring to do 
much more than they ever did 
before to foster personal work 
among the students. In order to 
graduate a student must have done 
a certain amount of practical work 
in soul winning—preaching in mis- 
sions, tract distribution, house-to- 
house work, etc. One member of 
the faculty now is an evangelist 
and the school is trying to encour- 
age more of the students to go 
into the field of evangelism. 


Student Body and Faculty 


This past year 320 students were 
enrolled, which is a new, all-time 
high for the school. The enroll- 
ment is limited to men students 
only. These men come from over 
forty different denominations,

with a great majority of them 
from either independent churches 
er Baptist churches. Approximate- 
ly fifty per cent of the graduates 
go into the pastorate, about twenty 
per cent into various types of 
home and foreign missions, and 
the remainder into various other 
categories. One out of eight of 
the men who graduate from Dal- 
las Seminary go into’ teaching 
work undoubtedly because of the 
strong emphasis on teaching at 
the school. Dr. John F.. Walvoord 
has been president of Dallas Sem- 
inary since 1952, He succeeded Dr. 
Louis Sperry Chafer, the founder 
of the school and first president. 
This past year there have been 
twenty instructors and five spe- 
cial lecturers on the teaching staff. 


Facilities and Cost 


The five-acre campus of Dallas 
Seminary is located in a residential 
and apartment section one and 
one-half miles from the center of 
the downtown business district. 
There are three main buildings on 
the campus with a fourth, a new 
library, now under construction. 
The new library building will cost 
about $350,000 and will be ade- 
quate for a student body of five 
hundred. It will house the approxi- 
mately forty thousand volumes in 
the Seminary library with provi- 
sion for expansion to one hundred 
thousand volumes. 


The expenses for a year of study 
at the school run approximately 
$800. This would be for single stu- 
dents and includes books and some 
personal items. 


Future Plans 


The school is in the midst of an 
expansion program which will en- 
able it in the next ten years to 
care adequately for approximately 
five hundred students. The chapel 
and library are the first two units 
of the expansion program. A stu- 
dent center and additional class- 
rooms building are in the expan- 
sion plans.

PRESIDENT LINCOLN 
AND MAJ. MERWIN

CLIFTON, Kansas.—We want 
to bring to you a voice from the 
dead, dating back to April 14, 
1865. The following conversation 
between President Lincoln and 
Major J. B. Merwin took place 
sometime that fatal day. 


President Lincoln had appoint- 
ted Major Mérwin in the work of 
promoting temperance among the 
soldiers. Here is the interview: 

“Merwin, we have cleaned up 
by the help of the people, a colos- 
sal job. Slavery is abolished. The 
next great question will be the 
overthrow of the legalized liquor 
traffic. And you know, Merwin, 
that my head and my heart and 


my hand and my purse will go 


into that work. In 1842, less than 
a quarter of a century ago, I pre- 
dicted that the day would come 
when there would be neither a 
Slave nor a drunkard in the land. 
[ have lived to see one prediction 
fulfilled. I hope to see the other 
realized.” 

Major Merwin asked the Presi- 
dent if he might publish this mes- 
sage. 

‘Publish it as wide as daylight 
Shows,” replied the President. 
Earlier in the month after the 
internal revenue measure had been 
brought to him by Chief Justice 
Salmon P. Chase for his: signature, 
Mr. Lincoln hesitated a long time 
before ‘signing it. After he signed 
it he said in the presence of 
Chief Justice Chase and Major 
Merwin: 

“I would rather lose that right 
hand than to sign a document that 
legalizes the liquor traffic. When 
the need is past; I will turn my 
whole energies to the repeal of 
that act.”

forth in type those last lonely 
hours of Jesus, alone before Cal- 
vary, in the lamb “put up” on the 
10th day? From the Garden of 
Gethsemane experience until the 
“Blackout” at Calvary, Jesus lit- 
erally was alone. The _ twelve 
disciples all fled. Even the three 
Marys were not to be found, for 
a time. (Later some stood by the 
cross. John 19:25). The multitude 
which followed Him forsook Him 
completely. Of the inner-circle, 
Peter, James and John, only John 
is to be found near the cross. 


Then, more dreadful than all, 
from the sixth hour until the 
ninth hour there “was darkness 
over all the land.” In these hours 
God Himself forsook His Son 
Jesus and Jesus died alone. For 
three hours there was no com- 
munication between the throne of 
God and Mount Calvary. 


It was alone the Saviour prayed 
In dark Gethsemane; 

Alone He drained the bitter cup 
And suffered there for me. 


It was alone the Saviour stood 

In Pilate’s judgment hall; 

Alone the crown of thorns He 
wore, 

Forsaken thus by all. 


Alone upon the cross He hung 
That others He might save; 
Forsaken then by God and Man, 
Alone, His life He gave.

Note a great faith in Abraham 
in verse 5 when he said to his 
servants, “Abide ye here with the 
ass; and I and the lad will go 
yonder and worship, and come 
again to you.” Abraham believed 
God would bring again Isaac from 
the dead. Hence the word of 
faith, ‘‘and will come again to 
you.” Just as Abraham received 
Isaac again from the dead, so God 
received Jesus from the dead at 
the end of the third day as “it 
began to dawn toward the first 
day of the week.” 


To my knowledge, this is the 
first time the act of worship is 
mentioned in the Bible. Great was 
the faith and faithfulness of Abra- 
ham to make such statements. 
Said he, “I and the lad will go 
yonder and worship, and come 
again to you.” 

As they made their way to the 
mount, in verse 7 Isaac spoke to 
Abraham and said, “My father... 
behold the fire and the wood: but 
where is the lamb for a_ burnt- 
offering?” This question must 
have torn afresh the heart of 
Abraham. Only God knows the 
soul-grieving impact of such a 
question. 

Faithful Abraham must have 
staggered from the impact of the 
question from young Isaac. Surely 
he cried to God for an answer. 
What can I tell my only son? 
he cried in his soul. The question 
echoed again and again, ‘‘Where 
is the lamb? Where is the lamb?” 
I believe God placed the answer 
upon Abraham’s heart. Only God 
could give such a Gospel answer. 
In verse 8 Abraham answered and 
said, “My son, God will provide 
himself a lamb for a burnt-offer- 
ing.” 

Now, notice with me _ three 
things about this text in verse 8.

In 
these three things we can see a 
panoramic picture of God’s work 
of grace to Adam’s fallen race. 


I. The Prediction of the Lamb 


Here in the early pages of the 
Bible we find a prediction of the 
coming Lamb who would give His 
life for the sheep. Even before 
this, God was faithful to promise 
a lamb. In the Garden of Eden 
God said to the serpent, ‘The seed 
of the woman whom thou hast 
beguiled shall bruise your head.’ 

Here the faith of faithful Abra- 
ham seems to burst forth with 
great assurance, “The Lord will 
provide....” Faith only could have 
prompted ‘Abfaham to make such 
a statement under such circum- 
stances. From every human angle 
such a miracle just could not hap- 
pen. Isaac was already slain in 
the mind of his father. Yet “God 
will provide; yes, He will provide 
a lamb.” Faith assures obedient 
Abraham. 

In every instance when _ holy 
men of God were inspired to 
write the Word of God, they pre- 
dicted the coming of the Lamb— 
Christ. 

In Genesis—the Lamb promised. 

In Exodus—the Lamb delivering. 

In Leviticus—the Lamb wor- 
shiped. 

In Joshua—the ‘Lamb conquer- 
ing. 

In Ruth—the Lamb providing 
until the wedding. 

In Samuel, Kings and Chron- 
icles—the Lamb administrating. 

In Ezra, Nehemiah—the Lamb 
exhorting. 

In Esther—the Lamb interced- 
ing for Israel. 

In Job—the Lamb giving grace 
for every trial. 

In the Psalms—the 
praised. 

In Proverbs—the Lamb giving 
wisdom. 

In Ecclesiastes and the Song of 
Solomon—the Lamb loving the 
bride. 

In Isaiah—the Lamb crucified. 


In Jeremiah and Ezekiel—the 
Lamb working all things for 
| Israel. 


In Daniel—the Lamb .breaking 
to pieces the enemy.

Bless His name, in the dispensa- 
tion of the fullness of time Jesus 
the Lamb came, born of the Vir- 
gin Mary. His coming vindicated 
all the predictions of the Old 
Testament writers. 


Lamb 


II. The Person of the Lamb 


In the text, verse 8, Abraham 
said, “My son, God will provide 
HIMSELF a lamb... .” I hasten 
to declare that the ram caught 
in the thicket by his horns was 
not the one of whom Abraham 
speaks in verse 8. Neither was 
Isaac the Lamb. The person of the 
Lamb was none other than God 
Himself. For the most of my life 
I have read the word “for’’. into 
this verse when the word is not 
actually there. Verse 8 does not 
say, “God will provide for Himself 
a lamb”; but, rather it says, “God 
will provide HIMSELF. a lamb.” 
Do you not see God actually doing 
just that in allowing His Son 
Jesus to come into the _ earth 
fashioned like unto sinful men? 
Yes, some 1800 years after Abra- 
ham makes this startling state- 
ment of verse 8, God did provide 
or fix Himself so that He could 
die for simmers and in our place. 
God provided Himself as_ the 
Lamb in the person of Jesus, His 
only begotten Son. 

The great mystery of godliness 
expressed in II Corinthians 5:19, 
“To wit, that God was in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto him- 
self, not imputing their trespasses 
unto them; and hath committed 
unto us the word of reconcilia- 
tion,” is the truth first heralded 
by Abraham in the long ago. 

The truth of this condescension 
is again heralded in I John 4:10, 
“Herein is love, not that we loved 
God, but that he loved us, and 
sent his Son to be the propitiation 
for, our sins.”

In these two verses we 
read, “Whom God hath set forth 
to be a propitiation through faith 
in his blood, to declare his right- 
ousness for the remission of sins 
that are past, through the fore- 
bearance of God; To declare, I 
say, at this time his righteousness: 
that he might be JUST, and the 
JUSTIFIER of him which believ- 
eth in Jesus.” 

The purpese in God’s giving Him- 
self in Jesus is that He might be 
JUST in forgiving sin. 

If sin could be forgiven by some 
other method or means, then, in- 
deed, a “charge” might be brought 
against some of God’s elect. In Ro- 
mans 8:33, “Who shall lay any- 
thing to the charge of God’s elect? 
It is God that justifieth.” Since 
by the sacrifice of Himself, God is 
JUST in justifying sinners, then 
WHO can lay anything to the 
charge of God’s elect? 


Devil nor demons; powers nor 
principalities; saints nor sinners: 
angels nor angelic beings; king nor 
queens; nor any other powers or 
persons can condemn God for 
saving sinners and forgiving all 
manner of sins. Because of the 
nature of this great work of re- 
conciliation, God is, therefore, 
JUST in justifying him “that be- 
lieveth in Jesus.” Praise His 
name!

the Theological Seminary, the oth- 
ers in night classes, and it gradu- 
ated that year, 1941, 125 young 
men and women from the several 
branches. In 1946, it enrolled 729 
in full courses and hundreds in 
night classes, 


And yet there were more calls 
for its output than we could pro- 
vide, daily demands from the 
churches for Christian service 
that we could not promptly and 
adequately meet. 


Among liberal authors I have 
my favorites, just as I have 
among second-hand cars, and Dr. 
R. F. Horton of the Old World is 
one of them. I have quoted from 
him often and will doubtless have 
many occasions, in the days to 
come. He claims that preachers’ 
sermons are only fragments of 
men, and that many a man who 
has apparently failed to present 
truth so that people comprehend 
it, retrieves the situation because 
every one knows that the same 
man exhibits it. For instance, ‘He 
preaches the Atonement, and 
there is more than one fault of 
logic in his exposition, but he is 
so obviously at one with God 


and finished up in the theological 
seminary of a shoe store, and yet 
when God who ‘looketh not on 
the outward appearance, but on 
the heart,’ not for a college diplo- 
ma but for a Christian experience 
and a passion for souls, was 
searching the land for a mouth- 
piece, His eye fell on Moody, and 
there He stopped, saying, “This 
is the man,” 

A standardized ministry? Yes, 
we believe in it, but we prefer the 
Standards that are divine! You 
can find those for weights and 
measures in the Bureau of Stand- 
ards at Washington; you will find 
those for the ministry in the Bi- 
ble. When this infidel and blatant 
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taken from the prison in which 
they had been unjustly held, and 
commanded “not to speak at all 
nor teach in the name of Jesus, 
But Peter and John answered 
and said unto them, Whether it be 
right in the sight of God to heark- 
en unto you more than unto God, 
judge ye” (Acts 4:18, 19). 

A specious plea for regimenta- 
tion is that it looks to the im- 
provement of the office. The argu- 
ment advanced is, “We would im- 
prove the profession, put into it 
stronger and better-equipped 
men.” But here some hard facts 
have to be faced, and among those 
faced is the increasing conviction 
with laymen that ministers of the 
first grade are not as much in evi- 
dence today as they were a quar- 
ter or a half century ago. The 
skeptical schools that began some 
twenty-five to forty years ago to 
promise the “improved output” 
have signally failed to make good 
on their confident predictions; and 
the result is that when an out- 
standing pulpit is vacant, the 
anxious, even the alarming ques- 
tion is, “Where can the church 
find a man who is sufficient?”

P. S. Henson, the George Lorimer, 
the Frank Gunsaulus, the Joseph 
Cook, the Bishop Brooks, the 
Dwight L. Moody, the Henry 
Ward Beecher, the Joseph Parker, 
the Charles Spurgeon of yester- 
day and the day before, are not 
so perfectly out-classed by this 


reported and enrolled in the min- 
isteriaf department, but by gradu- 
ation time had decided against the 
divine calling. He never assigned 
the reasons for this change. He 
could hardly afford to admit that 
it was his own German-imported 
skepticism concerning the inspira- 
tion of the Scriptures and the dei- 
ty of Christ that became a dead- 
ening influence and turned scores, 
yea, many hundreds of young men 
from ministerial purpose and plan. 

However, that very cry of short- 
age, together with the skeptical 
stamp being put upon the theo- 
logical output, sufficed to stir be- 
lievers to action; and the modern 
Bible training school was the im- 
mediate and is now the enormous- 
ly growing answer. 

“When the enemy shall come in 
like a flood, the Spirit of the Lord 
shall lift up a standard against 
him” (Isa. 59:19). 

The rise, growth, and success 
of the modern Bible training 
school is the most marked episode 
in American Christianity, charac- 
terizing the twentieth century. 
They have not only increased in 


|} number, in the accumulation of 


property, in popularity of student 
attendance, and the teaching abili- 
ty of the professors who serve 
them, but they have also lifted 
their curriculum of study to the 


very level of the oldest seminaries- 


themselves from a_ scholastic 
standpoint, and have produced a 
spiritual atmosphere conducive to 
real minister-making, such as the 
sociological seminar finds himself 
denied, and the result is ever in- 
creasing calls for their services. 


It was spiritual rather than 
cultural. 


Believing as I do that Christ 
was “God ... manifest in the 
flesh,’ I hold that no_ school 
known to His time could impart 
information or new knowledge to 
Him; consequently, He must have 
known the essentials to a success- 
ful ministry. 

I take you to His selection: 
“Peter, and James, and John, and 
Andrew, Philip, and Thomas, Bar- 
tholomew, and Matthew, James 
the son of Alphaeus, and Simon 
Zelotes, and Judas the brother 
of James.” 

If there were one single man 
in this company who was an out- 
standing scholar, who brought a 
degree from the superior schools 
of His day (and, mark you, this 
was at the world’s peak of high 
education!), we do not know 
which of these names represents 
it. That under His leadership they 
became students no one can ques- 
tion; and that as a result of His 
training certain ones of them be- 
came peculiarly effective preach- 
ers, history abundantly attests. 

We agree absolutely with Dr. 
I. E. Gates that “ignorance, .whis- 
kers, and a clerical garb’’’ do not 
constitute ministerial adequacy. 
But, with the exception of the lat- 
ter, those traits were possibly 
prominent in the early experiences 
of the chosen apostles, At the feet 
of Jesus the first would increas- 
ingly vanish; the second would 
indicate growing maturity; and as 
for the third, it never was and is 
not now an essential, 


standing apostle. 


In other words, our advice to 
every young man who sets his 
face toward the ministry is to 
get as thorough an education as 
he can secure. Our further ad- 
vice would be, take it in a college 
that believes God and accepts 
without question the Bible as His 
inspired Word, and in a theo- 
logical seminary that is spiritual 
in tone and supreme in Scripture 
exposition, 


But while ardently advocating 
that procedure, I would count 
myself nothing short of a bigoted 
upstart if I attempted to take 
from the hands of the ascended 
Lord.the right to call into His 
ministry those of His own selec- 
tion, or if I refused to lay hands 
upon one so manifestly chosen, 
because forsoothe he brought not 
a diploma from an_ institution 
that neither worshipped God nor 
respected His Word.

ty involved in this fifth command- 
ment is binding on Christians. 

In Matthew 15:3-9 Jesus 
preacned a brief sermon on this 
text, repeating and elaborating on 
the duty of honoring fathers and 
mothers. In Mark 7:6-13 the same 
story is told in detail. Jesus in- 
sisted that honoring father and 
mother is an essential part of hon- 
oring God. 

3. God plainly commanded the 
death penalty for incorrigible dis- 
obedience to this command. 

In Deuteronomy 21:18-21 is the 
following clear command that a 
rebellious son should be stoned on 
the testimony of-his father and 
mother: ‘ 


“If a man have a stubborn and 
rebellious son, which will not obey 
the voice of his father, or the voice 
of his mother, and that, when 
they have chastened him, will not 
hearken unto them: Then = shall 
his father and his mother lay hold 
on him, and bring him out unto 
the elders of his city, and unto the 


In Exodus, chapter 21, God gives 
certain rules for organized society 
to follow. Under the Mosaic law 
certain sins were to be punished 
with death. Thus in Exodus 21:15 
Jews were commanded, “He that 
smiteth his father, or his mother, 
shall be surely put to death.” The 
death penalty just for striking fa- 
ther or mother! 


But that is not all. Exodus 21: 
17 commands, “And he that curs- 
eth his father, or his mother, shall 
surely be put to death.” The 
death penalty again, for disre- 
spectful, reviling talk to father 
and mother! The same Scripture 
is quoted in the New Testament 
by the Saviour in Matthew 15:4, 
“He that curseth father or moth- 
er, let him die the death.” That 
is in the same verse where “Hon- 
our thy father and mother” is 
quoted by the dear Saviour. 


Thus every child must be 
taught that if he would please God 
he must honor his father and 
mother. To lift a hand against 
father or mother deserves death.

Second, such basic and funda- 
mental morality and righteous- 
ness would naturally bring upon 
one the blessing of God and His 
protection against harm. God will 
see that righteousness is rewarded. 

Third, “that thy days may be 
long wpon the land which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee.” ‘Thus one’s 
safe enjoyment of property and 
possessions is involved in honoring 
father and mother. 

Fourth, and principally, the na- 
tion Israel itself was promised 
long continued protection and 
prosperity in the land of Canaan 
if the nation would observe this 
command to honor parents. Hon- 
cring father and mother means 
respect for law and order, a good 
home government. But where 
government in the home succeeds, 
then government of the nation is 
revered and obeyed. And where 
God’s blessing is on the individual 
home, it will be upon the nation, 
It is a well-known fact of history 
that when the home decays, the 
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“Honor Thy Father 
and Thy Mother”

government and national integrity 
decay likewise. But when a na- 
tion teaches its children to revere 
father and mother, to obey them, 
that nation is blessed. Consider 
China. It has not been a Christian 
nation in the past. There have 
been many abuses, many sins and 
immoralities among the Chinese. 
But the one outstanding virtue of 
the Chinese is reverence for and 
obedience to parents. Sometimes 
Chinese have made a fault of this 
virtue, have even worshipped the 
spirits of their ancestors. But 
certainly God is_ pleased that 
Chinese people honor fathers and 
mothers. So for these five thou- 
sand years He has kept their coun- 
try. There have been invasions. 
There have been wars. But China 
has remained, on the whole, 
blessed of God in the land that He 
gave them centuries ago. 


Let us seek to arm for ourselves 
and covet for our children’ the 
wonderful promise that goes with 
this fifth commandment, “that thy 
days may be long upon the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee.” 


II. How to Honor Father and 
Mother. Scripturally 


The Bible is the most practical 
book in the world, and so we are 
not left to guess and wonder about 
how God means for sons’ and 
daughters to honor their parents. 
Let us see in the Scripture, then, 
how God wants us to honor fa- 
thers and mothers. 


1. Honoring parents 
respect for their persons. 

Every son or daughter from ba- 
byhood should have a genuine rev- 
erence and respect for the person 
of his father and of his mother. 

To smite father or mother mer- 
ited the death. penalty (Exod. 21: 
15). 

To curse father or mother 
meant also the death penalty un- 
der Mosaic law (Exod. 21:17; Lev. 
20:9; Matt. 15:4). 

Even a little baby should be 
taught never to raise a hand 
against father or mother. Even in 
play a child should not be allowed 
to strike father or mother, but 
should have a. holy reverence for 
the person of his parents. 

No son or daughter, from baby- 
hood until old age, should ever re- 
vile or curse father or mother. A 
godly respect and reverence is re- 
quired if one obeys this command, 
“Honour thy father and thy moth- 
er,” 


involves 


In Leviticus 18:7 the Scripture 
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says, “The nakedness of thy fa- 
ther, or the nakedness of thy moth- 
er, shalt thou not uncover: she is 
thy mother; thou shalt not uncov- 
er her nakedness.” 


Parents should keep themselves 
properly clothed in the presence 
of their children. The proper re- 
spect and reverence which is com- 
manded of a son or a daughter for 
his or her parents requires that 
one is not to uncover the naked- 
ness of his father or mother. 


Remember the tragic case of 
Ham, the son of Noah. Ham had 
a curse brought upon his children 
because he himself had dishonored 
his- father, Noah, in looking upon 
him when he was unclothed. The 
story is given in Genesis 9:20-27: 
“And Noah began to be an hus- 
bandman, and he planted a vine- 
yard: And he drank of the wine, 
and was drunken; and he was un- 
covered within his tent. And Ham, 
the father of Canaan, saw the. na- 
kedness of his father, and told his 
two brethren without. And Shem 
and Japheth took a garment, and 
laid it upon both their shoulders, 
and went backward, and covered 
the nakedness of their father; and 
their faces were backward, and 
they saw not their father’s naked- 
ness. And Noah awoke from his 
wine, and knew what his younger 
son had done unto him. And he 
said, Cursed be Canaan; a serv- 
ant of servants shall he be unto 
his brethren. And he said, Blessed 
be the Lord God of Shem; and 
Canaan shall be his servant. God 
shall enlarge Japheth, and he shall 
dwell in the tents of Shem; and 
Canaan shall be his servant.” 


It seems remarkable that God 
thought less of Noah’s being drunk 
that He did of the sin of Ham in 
observing his father’s nakedness! 
Some have thought that Noah did 
not know that the wine was fer- 
mented, That is possible. At any 
rate, a terrible curse was put up- 
on Ham and his children because 
he had been an_ undutiful _ son, 
lacking in reverence and respect 
for his father’s person. But 
Shem and Japheth were blessed 
because without looking, they cov- 
ered their father Noah. 


A devoted Christian father 
sometime ago told me that he was 
troubled because modern psycholo- 
gists and teachers on sex matters 
suggest that fathers and mothers 
go unclothed before their children, 
hoping thereby to avoid any parti- 
cular consciousness on sex mat- 
ters. He was anxious to do what 
was proper and right, but felt that 
decent modesty would keep every 
normal man from exposing him- 
self before his little children. I 
soon showed him from the Scrip- 
ture that such native modesty is 
God-given and that it would be 
sinful and wrong to break down 
the natural restraint and rever- 
ence which children should have 
for their parents. 


If one visited the White House 
to see the president, any sense of 
decency would keep him from 
boldly striding into the presence 
of the president in his bath. Real 
respect and reverence of children 
toward their parents, as their su- 
periors in age, in wisdom, and 
particularly in. position, make it 
wrong for children to be familiar 
or disrespectful toward the per- 
sons of their parents. 


In this connection let me say 
that the modern fashion of. en- 
couraging children to call their 
fathers and mothers by their first 
names seems to me not only silly 
but wicked and irreverent, The 
boy who calls his dad “Bill” or 
“Joe’”’ certainly does not have the 
reverence and respect which is 
properly represented by the Scrip- 
tures mentioned above. Well 
reared young people would cer- 
tainly not call their high school 
teacher, the mayor of their city, 
their congressman, or their presi- 
dent by his first name. For exact- 
ly the same reason they ought not 
to call their father or their mother 
by their first names. For sons and 
daughters to speak disrespectfully 
to their fathers or mothers, or 
about them, is a grave sin. One 
who honors his father and his 
mother must hold for them a rev- 
erential respect. 

2. Honoring father and mother 
involves strict obedience, 

That is the very definite New 
Testament teaching. Read again 
Ephesians 6:1-3: 

“Children, obey your parents in 
the Lord: for this is right. Honour 
thy father and mother; which is 
the first commandment with 


promise; That it may be well with 


thee, and thou mayest live long 
on the earth.” 


Honoring parents means to obey 
them. 


Colossians 3:20 says, ‘Children, 
obey your parents in all things: 
for this is well pleasing unto the 
Lord.” 

Compare Ephesians 6:1 with 
Colossians 3:20. One says, “Chil- 
dren, obey your parents in the 
Lord.” The other says, “Children, 
obey your parents in all things: 
for this is well pleasing unto the 
Lord.” 


I have known people who tried 
to use the command, “Obey your 
parents in the Lord,’ as an ex- 
cuse for not obeying parents who 
were not good Christians. Or 
sometimes rebellious sons and 
daughters have perverted this 
Scripture to make it an excuse 
for not obeying parents when they 
claimed to know better what 
would please the Lord than par- 
ents did. Any such _ interpreta- 
tion is a misinterpretation, as one 
can easily see by comparing it 
with Colossians 3:20. Children 
are to obey their parents “in all 
things: for this is well pleasing 
unto the Lord.” 


In other words, there is no way 
for a minor child to be a good 
Christian without being a_ good 
obedient child to his or her father 
and mother, Duty to God involves 
duty to father and mother. A 
child who is a rebel against his 
father or mother is a rebel against 
God. 


It is true that sometimes a 
father may be wrong or a mother 
may be wrong. It is true that 
sometimes a father might com- 
mand a child to do wrong, or a 
mother might command a child to 
do wrong. But very rarely would 
the child be a better judge about 
what is right or wrong than the 
father or mother. God _ simply 
does not leave it to the child to 
pass judgment on his father’s or 
mother’s command and decide 
what would be proper to obey and 
what would be proper to disobey. 
The plain Bible command is, “Chil- 
dren, obey your parents in all 
things.” 
~ A citizen had as well say that 
he would obey certain laws and 
that other laws of the land he felt 
led of the Holy Spirit to break. 
No, it ought to be a foregone con- 
clusion that Christian children 
obey their parents, that. Christian 
pupils obey their teachers, and 
that Christian citizens obey the 
laws of the land. When Peter said 
to the Jewish leaders, “We ought 
to obey God rather than men,” he 
was not disobeying any law of 
the Roman governorship, or any 
of the Mosaic laws of which the 
Jewish rulers were guardians. 

I amsimply saying that children 
ought to obey their parents, and 
this fundamental meaning of this 
fifth commandment of the ten 
ought to be taken to heart as part 
of the basic morality commanded 
in the Bible. Every preacher and 
Bible teacher, every parent should 
stress obedience to parents as a 
fundamental of Christian living. 

Suppose a child in some matters 
knows better than his father or 
mother; does that justify the child 
in refusing the obedience which 
God has commanded? 
not! I am sure that I have a bet- 
ter education, that I am a better 
Christian and a better citizen than 
many a traffic policeman; but that 
gives me no right to disobey his 
legal authority. Any son _ or 
daughter who is a Christian can 
best show his or her Christianity 
to an unsaved father or mother by 
the most devout and loving obedi- 
ence, You may be sure that the 
more genuine and_ sincere the 
obedience from the heart that a 
child will render to his parent, the 
more the parent will be convinced 
of the Christianity of the child. 
“Children, obey your parents in 
all things: for this is well pleasing 
unto the Lord.” 

3. Honoring parents involves fi- 
nancial support and provision for 
fathers and mothers by their chil- 
dren. 

Does the obligation of children 
to honor their parents cease when 
the children are grown and per- 
haps married and gone from the 
parents’ home? No, indeed! The 
devotion and respect due to par- 
ents must continue until death. 
Naturally, when children’ are 
grown and make their own sup- 
port and perhaps have families of 
their own, the father and mother 
will not expect to dictate every de- 


tail of the lives of their grown 


Certainly | | 


children. But every child has a 
debt that he can never pay. Every 
grown son and daughter must feel 
that all the reverence and devo- 
tion and loyal submission to fa- 
ther and mother are little enough 
to pay for all the parents have 
done. 


I well remember that when I 
was a grown man with a family 
of my own, I listened with pro- 
foundest respect to any opinion 
of my father. Though he did not 
try to maintain his authority over 
me, there was an unspoken au- 
thority, nevertheless. Had he felt 
it right to strictly command me 
on some matter, I hardly see how 
I could have disobeyed him. Cer- 
tainly I would not have disobeyed 
him willingly, even then. 


But the honor that mature men 
and women pay to their parents 
should often be expressed in finan- 
cial support and provision. This 
was taught by the Saviour Him- 
self, in expounding this very com- 
mandment. 

Read Mark 7:6-13: 


“He answered and said unto 
them, Well hath Esaias prophesied 
of you hypocrites, as it is written, 
This people honoureth me with 
their lips, but their heart is far 
from me. Howbeit in vain do they 
worship me, teaching for doctrines 
the commandments of men. For 
laying aside the commandment of 
God, ye hold the tradition of men, 
as the washing of pots and cups: 
and many other such like things 
ye do. And he said unto them, 
Full well ye reject the command- 
ment of God,:that ye may keep 
your own tradition. For Moses 
said, Honour thy father and thy 
mother; and, Whoso curseth fa- 
ther or mother, let him die .the 
death: But ye say, If a man shal! 
say to his father or mother, It is 
Corban, that is to say, a gift, by 
whatsoever thou mightest be prof- 
ited by me; he shall be free. And 
ye suffer him no more to do ought 


va 


for his father or his mother; Mak- 
ing the word of God of none effect 
through your tradition, which ye 
have delivered: and many such 
like things do ye.” 

The Jewish leaders had a rule 
of “Corban.” If a man should say 
to his father or mother, “It is Cor- 
ban,” that is, to say that he was 
dedicating whatever he owned toa 
his father or mother as a gift to 
God or to the religious leaders, 
then these leaders did not allow 
him to do anything in the way of 
financial support for his father or 
mother. Here religious duty was 
made a substitute for the financial 
care and support which is due a 
father and mother from their chil-_ 
dren. Jesus said that these reli- 
gious leaders had thus dishonored 
God, had made the Word of God 
of none effect by their tradition. 
And the Scripture that Jesus quot- 
ed to them was this same fifth 
commandment, “Honour thy fa- 
ther and thy mother.” 

According to our Lord Jesus 
Christ, sons and daughters who 
honor their fathers and mothers 
support them in old age and pro- 
vide for them as necessary. Jesus 
said that this is involved in the 
commandment, “Honour thy fa- 
ther and thy mother.” 

Some Christian men and wom- 
en are proud of the money they 
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give to their church or to missions 
or to some phase of the Lord’s 
work. They ought to know that 
Jesus said they are making the 
Word of God of no effect by their 
tradition if they do not first see 
that father and mother are provid- 
ed for. God does not want the of- 
ferings of a son whose father and 
mother are in want. 

Certainly I believe in tithing, 
and I believe that any~ man or 


woman who does right in this mat- 
ter of seeing that father and 
mother are provided for can af- 
ford to tithe, also. But Christian 
giving ought never to be made an 
excuse for not providing for fa- 
ther and mother. 


This discussion by the Saviour, 
showing that those. who do not 
support father and mother disobey 
the fifth commandment, is also 
given in Matthew 15:3-9. 

Again in I Timothy 5:3-4, this 
teaching is given that children 
should honor their parents by pro- 
viding for them. 

“Honour widows that are wid- 
ows indeed. But if any widow 
have children or nephews, let them 


learn first to show piety at home, 
and to requite their parents: for 
that is good and acceptable before 
God,” 

How can children honor their 
widowed mothers? By supporting 
them! Children who want to show 
piety should “learn first to shew 
piety at home, and to requite their 
parents: for that is good and ac- 
ceptable before God.” Real Chris- 
tianity requires children to sup- 
port their widowed mother, or 
even their widowed aunts. 

It is a remarkable fact, not 
generally recognized, that I Tim- 
othy 5:8, in the same chapter, 
speaks of the support due a wid- 
owed mother. The Scripture says, 
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of the “other gospel” originated 
by Charles Taze Russell, changed 
by “Judge” J. F. Rutherford, then 
changed again by Nathan H. 
Knorr and now known to millions 
as the philosophy of “Jehovah's 
Witnesses.” This study is written 
by a man who spent thirty years 
inside the “Witness” movement 
and was eventually liberated by 
the Truth. 

One of the most impressive fea- 
tures of this booklet is a lengthy 
section showing how to deal with 
“Jehovah’s Witnesses” when they 
come to your door. This informa- 
tion will prove invaluable to every- 
one who reads it—and you may 
be sure that a “Witness” will 
eventually knock on your door 
with his “other gospel’! 

Get this booklet; read it; circu- 
late it among the saints! .

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“But if any provide not for his own, 
and specially for those of his own 
house, he hath denied the faith, 
and is worse than’an infidel.” This 
Scripture does not speak of a 
man’s support for wife and chil- 
dren, but the support of parents, 
particularly of a widowed mother 
or aunt. Any man who does not 
see that the widows of his family 
connection are provided for, and 
specially for his own widowed 
mother, has denied the faith and 
is worse than an infidel. 
How wicked, then, for Christian 
families to let mother or father 
go on relief rolls! Why should 
the government need to support 
the parents of Christian young 
people? Why should the church 
ever have to care for aged Chris- 
tians who have reared children? 
Any man who wants the govern- 
ment to support his father and 
mother is, in that matter, worse 
than an infidel and has denied the 
faith, says I Timothy 5:8. God’s 
plan is not old age pensions nor 
relief nor a dole from the church 
for aged Christians. God’s plan 
is that sons and daughters should 
provide for their parents. That is 
part of what it means to “honour 
thy father and thy mother.” 
Thus we see that to keep the 
fifth commandment, sons and 
daughters who honor their father 
and mother must hold their per- 
sons in fervent respect, must obey 
them, must provide for them as 
necessary. 


III. A Proper Honoring of Par- 
ents Is the Foundation of All 
Successful Human Society 


So much of human duty and 
morality is involved in honoring 
parents in the Bible sense _ that 
there can be no successful and 
morally healthful society and civi- 
lization except in proportion as 
this command is obeyed. Those 
who honestly honor their fathers 
and mothers according to the 
scriptural command and its mean- 
ing will have a proper reverence 
for and devotion to God, will pro- 
mote righteousness in obedience to 
law and government, will revere 
holy things and pass on the moral 
inheritance from one generation to 
the next. 

Let us consider prayerfully how 
essential is honoring of parents as 
a foundation of moral and right- 
eous human society. 


1. Honoring parents naturally 
results in reverence for God. 

The husband and wife are “heirs 
together of the grace of life,” says 
the Word of God (I Peter 3:7). 
Father and mother cooperate with 
Almighty God as joint creators of 
the little life that comes from 
their holy marriage. A human fa- 
ther is the nearest thing on earth 
to God that a little child can 
know. There is something essen- 
tially godlike in fatherhood and 
motherhood. The child who does 
not reverence his own father and 
mother will not reverence the 
Creator. One who has a_ proper 
reverence and godly respect for 
his parents will naturally respect 
the Creator. A man’s _ inherent 
duty toward his parents is very 
much like his duty toward God. In 
fact, we are taught to call God 
“Our Father which art in heav- 
en.” It is intended that a human 
father should be the image and re- 
minder of the Heavenly Father of 
a Christian. 


There are some, people who will 
not like the teaching of this article 
that children are to obey parents. 
There are some people who strenu- 
ously object to parents whipping 
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children. And who are these ob- 
jectors? Why, they are the same 
people who do not ‘belfeve the Bi- 
ble, do not surrender and bow to 
the authority of Almighty God. 
Those who object to God’s au- 
thority also object to the au- 
thority of father and mother. 


Every sensible person knows 
that those who rebel against fa- 
ther and mother are also rebels 
against God. No wonder the Nazis 
in Germany taught children to spy 
upon their parents and _ report 
them to the Gestapo for any criti- 
cism of Hitler and his murderous 
policy! No wonder that in Rus- 
sia, ruled by atheistic commu- 
nists, parents were forbidden to 
teach their own children about 
God! Rebellion of children against 
parents goes with rebellion against 
God. That is the history of the 
whole human race. 


In II Timothy 3:1-7 is a terrible 
catalog of the sins of men in the 
last days. Verses 2 to 4 say, “For 
men shall be lovers of their own 
selves, covetous, boasters, proud, 
blasphemers, disobedient to par- 
ents, unthankful, unholy. Without 
natural affection, truce-breakers, 
false accusers, incontinent, fierce, 
despisers of those that are good, 
traitors, heady, highminded, lovers 
of pleasures more than lovers of 
God.” 

Right in the middle of this 
catalog we learn that some will 
be “blasphemers, disobedient to 
parents, unthankful, unholy.” 
Blasphemy and disobedience to 
parents go together. Disobedi- 
ence to parents and unholiness go 
together. Disobedience to parents 
is naturally a sin of the ungrate- 
ful, the incontinent, the fierce, the 
despisers of them that are good, 
of traitors, of those who do not 
love God! ‘The Scripture’ says 
that disobedience to parents is a 
part and parcel of these terrible 
sins of the last days. So those 
who do not honor parents do not 
honor God. 

We can have a healthy and 
moral society only as we inculcate 
obedience and honor to parents. 


2. Honoring parents promotes 
the right attitude toward law and 
government, 

Every experienced and observ- 
ant school teacher knows that dis- 
obedience to parents in the home 
results in disobedience to the 
teacher and to the rules of the 
school. Every juvenile court judge 
weil knows that the homes where 
there is no honor for parents, and 
no obedience on the part of chil- 
dren, are the homes that turn out 
young criminals and hoodlums. 
Everybody knows that the report 
of Chief Edgar Hoover of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation, say- 
ing that the breakdown of paren- 
tal authority has resulted in a 
great increase in crime on the part 
of young people, is true. Sensible 
people should know that if chil- 
dren donot obey their parents they 
will not obey other people later, 
will not obey the authority of the 
government. We cannot expect a 
nation of good citizens to grow up 


not honor their parents. If we ex- 
pect our government to stand and 
legal human authority to be sup- 
ported in a patriotic country, then 
we must sponsor and inculcate this 
fundamental virtue of obedience 
and honor to parents. 


3. Honor to parents necessarily 
involves the right attitude of rev- 
erence toward sex and marriage. 

Studies by psychologists have 
revealed that children who grow 
up in well-managed homes, who 
grow up in obedience to parents, 
are much less likely to have their 
own homes broken later by di- 
vorce. The closest that any man 
will ever come to the marriage 
problem, before he himself is mar- 
ried, will be as he observes the 
marriage of his father and mother. 
If, in his own home, a: boy has 
been taught to observe the deep- 
est reverence for the womanhood 
of his own mother, to regard her 
person sacredly, to respect her 
wishes and obey her commands, 
and if he feels an obligation to 
support her financially, he will na- 
turally be a desirable husband 
with a proper reverence toward all 
good womanhood. 

From long experience in dealing 
with troubled human hearts, with 
sinful human lives and entangled 
human relationships, I can say 


ther and his mother is mueh more 
likely to have a normal attitude 
toward matters of sex and mar- 
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riage. The man who reveres his 
mother will be more likely to re- 
vere his sister. One who reveres 
his mother and sisters will cer- 
tainly be more likely to revere 
other women. The godly influence 
of.a mother who has been greatly 
honored and strictly obeyed by her 
son has been illustrated many, 
many times within my own ex- 
perience. 

A great preacher whom I know 
well and love devotedly told in my 
hearing this story: He worked his 
way through high school while he 
lived at home on a southern farm 
and traveled some distance to 
school. But when the high school 
work was done, there came the 
time for him to leave the farm 
and go off to college. The family 
had gathered to tell him good-bye 
before his father should take him 


to the railroad station. His moth- 


er called him to one side and said 
something like this. “Joe, we have 
looked after you and counseled 
you and prayed for you. Now you 
are a man, and you are going off 


to college. You will have to be 
a Man on your own, and you will 
often have to resist temptation 
without our help. But I want you 
to remember, Joe, that every 
night at nine o’clock in our family 
worship we will be praying for 
you. I want you to keep clean 
and straight, Joe, and I believe 
you will.” 

Joe went to college, was clean, 
worked hard and made. good. He 
made the football team. On 
Thanksgiving Day of his fourth 
year in college, in the home-com- 
ing game, he was the halfback 
who carried the ball over the goal 
line for the winning touchdown. 
He was carried off the field on the 
shoulders of his team mates. 

That night the coach said to 
the boys on the team, “You have 
worked hard, kept training and 
been in bed every night by ten 
o'clock. Tonight the rules are off. 
Have a good time.” 

When the big dinner was over 
and the other boys dressed for 
a late evening in the city, they 
told how they expected to visit 
the red-light district and urged 
Joe to go along. When he at first 
refused they said he was a sissy, 
tied to his mother’s apron strings. 
At last Joe said, “All right, [ll 
go.” 

On the street together the boys 


laughed and talked. Suddenly the 
clock in a tower began to strike, 
one! two! three! The gong sound- 
ed on until finally it ended, eight! 
nine! Then the sound died away 
on the air. It was nine o'clock! 
Joe turned to his comrades and 
said, “Boys, I am not going. I 
don’t care, you can call me any- 
thing you want to, but I’m _not 
going!’

The Danger of 


Amillennialism 


‘An outstanding article appears 
in the issue of the “North Star 


| Baptist,” November, 1957, by Os- 


well Summers, Professor of Sys- 
tematic Theology at the Central 
Seminary in Minneapolis, on the 
premillennial position. These two 
paragraphs are samples of the 
thought: 

“The present controversy over 
placing the premillennial clause 
in the Doctrinal Statement of 
the Conservative Baptist For- 
eign Mission Society is not a 
matter of ‘little men’ fighting 
over ‘insignificant’ issues. A- 
millennialism is identified with 
a system of interpretation and 
doctrine that is entirely foreign 
to true biblical interpretation. 
Claiming to be conservative and 
literal in their interpretation of 
the Word, they inconsistently 
spiritualize those prophecies 
having to do with the end-time, 
principally the millennium. They 


do this in spite of the fact that’ 


the Old Testament prophecies 
concerning the first coming of 
Christ were literally fulfilled. 
This ineonsistency concerning 
the plain teaching of the Word 
can only be identified with un- 
belief. It ought to be no wonder 
to us that postmillennialism and 
amillennialism and not premil- 
lennialism have been the seed- 
bed of many liberals. 


“In addition we should real- 
ize that amillennialism is identi- 
fied with what is known as 
‘covenant theology.’ This system 
of thought hopelessly confuses 
and identifies the church with 
Israel. It also confuses the dis- 
pensations of law and grace and 
teaches that the law is still in 
effect along with grace. The 
latter is a very serious error. 
The one letter of the Apostle 
Paul which shows a_ strong 
righteous indignation is the 
Epistle to the Galatians, This 
church had allowed Judaizers to 
come into their midst and mud- 
dle the facts of grace which 
they had experienced with the 
law of the past dispensation. In 
two places (Galatians 1:8, 9) 
Paul pronounces a curse or 
anathema against those false 
teachers.”

your God.” The now famous 
preacher went to South America. 
There were all the loneliness, the 
heart-hunger, the temptations of 
a far-off land as well as a ribald 
companionship. But he lived 
straight. When he came home he 
came to face his mother. She put 
her hands upon his’ shoulders 
again and he said to her, ‘“‘Mother, 
look into my face, I have lived 
clean and straight. I never took 
a drink. I never gambled a dollar. 
I never laid a hand on a woman!” 
The mother looked into her son’s 
eyes and was satisfied. I am say- 
ing that proper honoring of par- 
ents guarantees a moral and 
Christian attitude of reverence 
toward sex and marriage and 
home. 


I have six lovely daughters. I 
would never willingly give one of 
them into the arms and keeping 
of a young man who did not honor 
his own father and mother. 


4. Honoring parents passes on 
all the moral and spiritual in- 
heritance of one generation to the 
next, prevents the decay of civili- 
zation. 

It is a tragedy unspeakable 
when godly parents find their 


children do not follow in their 
footsteps. It is unspeakably sad 
when temperate parents find 


their sons to be drunkards, their 
daughters to be licentious and im- 
pure. Why do these things hap- 
pen? They happen because chil- 
dren do not honor their fathers 
and mothers. = 

A praying father and mother 
are important. A father and moth- 
er who demand and receive re- 
spect and honor are even. more im- 
portant! And that is because mak- 
ing children obedient is more im- 
portant than asking God to do 
what we wotild not do. I believe 
in prayer when it is backed up 
by obedient action. I do not be- 
lieve that God pays much atten- 
tion to the prayers of a father and 
mother who will not do what God 
said about making their children 


‘| obedient. 


It is only by honoring parents 
that children can carry on to the 
next generation the spiritual and 
moral inheritance of their father’s 
generation. This is part of the 
meaning of the promise connected 
with the fifth commandment. That 
promise says, “That thy days may 
be long upon the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee.” A 
morally great civilization can only 
be. continued where children hon- 
or their parents. Otherwise, na- 
tions decay, morality wanes, and 
a nation comes to ruin. 

A striking example of this car- 
ry-over of the deep religious con- 
victions and righteous principles 
of the father into succeeding gen- 
erations is that furnished by the 
Rechabites during the reign of 
Jehoiakim, king of Judah. Jere- 
miah, chapter 35, tells us about it. 
Jeremiah was commanded, ‘Go 
unto the house of the Rechabites, 
and speak unto them, and bring 
them into the house of. the Lord, 
into one of. the chambers, and give 
them wine to drink” (Jer, 35:2). 
And did these sons of the Recha- 
bites drink wine? They did not! 
“But they said, We will drink no 
wine: for Jonadab the son of Re- 
chab our father commanded us 
saying, Ye shall drink no wine, 
neither ye, nor your sons for ever” 
(Jer. 35:6). Other commandments, 
likewise, did these men observe, 
given to them generations before 
by Jonadab, the son of Rechab. 
They passed on the moral and 
spiritual inheritance of one gen- 
eration to the next. How great 
would be our country if children 
honored their fathers and moth- 
ers so that each generation should 
grow upon the foundation laid 
before it by their fathers and 
mothers! 


Conclusion 


In conclusion, I want to lay 
on your heart two great lessons. 

First, parents themselves must 
see that children honor them. 
Children will not of their own ac- 
cord do right without teaching 


‘|and training. Parents must take 


it as the first Christian duty to 
their children to require obedi- 
ence, There should be much pray- 
er, much Bible teaching, day by 
day godly example. But more will 
be required, and whatever else 
is required, parents must do to in- 
sure the honor and obedience of 
children for parents. Parents 
should both earn and compel the 
obedience and respect and honor 
of their children. The greatest dis- 
service the father and mother 


could ever do the beloved child 
is to allow him to grow up in his 
own way. All the virtues and all 
the blessings we hold dear are 
largely summed up in honoring fa- 
ther and mother. 


And, second, I would lay on the 
heart of every one of you who 
reads this that the final and best 
way you can honor your parents 
is by turning to your mother’s 
God and your father’s God. Some 
of you who read this today had 
godly parents who are now in 
Heaven, With what longing and 
what concern they look upon you, 
left in this world! How grieved 
they must be over your sins, over 
your rejection of Jesus Christ! 
Nothing you could do in this 
world would so please them and 
so honor their memory as to turn 
to their God, accept their Saviour, 
the Lord Jesus Christ, as your 
own Saviour, and set out to meet 
them in Heaven. 


And you whose parents are still 
alive, what matters the money 
you may spend on them if their 
hearts are broken over your sinful 
rejection of Christ? What matters 
the attention, the kindness shown 
father and mother, when your 
wicked heart goes against their 
dearest wishes in continuing in 
sin? 

some of you who read this to- 
day ought to go on your knees 
in humble confession of your sin 
before God, ought to sincerely re- 
pent of your sin and trust Christ 
to save you. Then when you‘have 
trusted your poor sinful soul into 
the hands of Christ Jesus, after 
you have depended on Christ to 
forgive you and save you as He 
promised to do, you should write 
your dear mother and say that 
her prayers are answered. Or you 
should write to your dear father 
and tell him that you have heeded 
his pleadings and followed his 
counsel and will meet him in 
Heaven,
